Kingston, ( Ontario, November 4. 

—tC.U. P.)— Queen's University stu- 
denls are faced with a peculiar yet 
serious problem as a result of the 
war. . Kingston has always been a 
military centre, with R.MiC. and 
troops of ,the pennannit; force 
quartered there, but in wartime this 
concentration has been intensified 
many times. 

There is a large development of 
the Empire Air Training Scheme, 
there are thousands of soldiers in 
training, and there is a naval school 
for seamen and' for .naval officers. 
This does not by any means ' limit 
the effect of the war on Kingston, 
for.: the Alunr.inum • Company last 
year built a plant to form aero- 
plane" parts," the Locomotive works 
is building locomotives, and the 
shipyards .are building naval .cor 
vclles. 

Workers for these industries and 
relatives' of thé soldiers have ' come 
into town "in great numbers. And 
this , is' how it .affects Queen's 
Queen's .ha; .no mèn's residences 
All the men and some of the girls 
live in boarding houses. The uni 
versity has always issued a list of 
boarding . houses near the univers- 
ity, listing their rates and accom- 
modation, > • . 

. 'Stadent Jtud gcrriee. 
Some students came', up. in ad- 
vance ,of registration, to make sure 
of getting a room. A free student 
taxi service was organized to take 
the 'student from place to place 
mentioned on thé lisi, up this street 
and down the next. The boarding 
house list was soon exhausted. Be- 
fore the end' of registration ■ some 
students had to spend the night in 
a hotel. 

Rents have gone up to a slight 
degree. Where the standard rate 
for a single room was $3.00 and 
the rent per person for a double 
room was say f2.50, any room, 
single or double is at $3.00 per 
person. The situation has now 
reached equilibrium. Some homes 
that never look in a roomer be- 
fore, will take in one br two stu- 
dents. . A student who is dissatis- 
fied with his room has a good 
chance of finding another to move 
into, ... 

No Trouble for Co-eds. 

The girls do not have the prob- 
lem that faces the men, as there 
are Women's Residences to hold thç 
greater part of the co-eds, and the 

Dean of Women arranges lo have 
boarding houses reserved for ll\e 
remainder. < ■ • 

As regards meals, the students do 
not have the same problem, for 
there is llio Sludenis' Union Cafe- 
teria, which has kepi ils prices al 
Ihe same level, and in spile of ris- 
ing prices has kept the quality of

Prof. Noad first traced the 
growth of humanism, choosing as 
a convenient starting point the 
death of Boccaccio in 1373 and 
that of Petrarch in the year be- 
fore. He followed the movement 
to its height around the middle of 
the 13th century, and its decline 
thereafter down to the sack of 
Rome in 1527. Throughout the 
whole period Rome was necessar- 
ily the focus of all this intellectual 
activity, being as it was, the in- 
tellectual, religious, and political 
centre of the . civilized world. 
Ideals Fmstratcd. 

During the whole movement 
there was. however, a fundamental 
cleavage in humanism itself, which 
was bound to frustrate the ideals 
set before themselves by humanist 
scholars. Numerous attempts were 
made to reconcile the opposing 
factors, the Christian and the 
Pagan, but none was lasting. This 
failure at reconciliation was clear- 
ly manifested hi the "Prince of 
-Vlachiavelli" in which he deserted 
for the political point of view.

THE ART OF LIVING by Andre Maurois; 
Harper and Brothen:. New York: pp. 325; 

$2.S0. 

•THE ART OF LIVING." by Andre Mau- 
rois, comprises a series of e^says touching on 
every conceivable topic pertinent to lite and 
the individual's participation in it. 

It is quite unnecessary and worthless to 
discuss each of the subjects at any great 
length. For the ijcnffil of the pi-ospcctive 
reader. 11 would be more lo the point to choo.'c 
a few of the typical oss^^.^^ at r.indom. 

The second of Mauroi»' subjects. "The Art 
of Marriage," repéali and amplifies most of 
the author's comments in the preceding essay, 
"The .^rt of Loving." He has taken a Utile 
of Freud, more of Havclock Ellis, and « great 
many of his own iinprofound reasons and ha.^ 
struck out again.^l Bernard Shaw on the .sub- 
jv>ct of marriage with all the fury and inef- 
fcctualily of Don Quixote against the wind- 
mill. Maurois contends that marriage is an 
integral part of the existing social structure 
and that the claims of convention form a suf- 
ficient defence for marriage as an institution. 
Shaw, cn the other hand, wilh his brilliant 
vigor and magnificent logic, has presented the 
negative argument.. One must admit, however 
reluctantly, that Maurois finishes a poor sec^ 
I ond with his stubborn contentions which have. 
! even in his own writing, little basis in reason, 
j The ".^rt of Friendship" should have i>ccn 
the most successful of the group. Such a sub- 
ject presents unlimited grounds for provok- 
ing philosophical and psychological comment. 
Maurois completely misses the mark since he 
insists upon discussing friendship, not as a 
j distinct human emotion and mental .'tate. but 
merely in its relationship to love, to marriage. 
I and to family life. Treating his subject in 
' this fashion, he loses a unique opportunity for 
I original thinking. 

i The "Art of Working" is the most satisfy- 
! ing'of the collection. Dealing with. a tangi- 
j-_b}e, practical quantity, as he does, in this case' 
I the author is able to dispense with the ill- 
j fitting cloak of philosophy and concentrate 
I on practicality to the advantage of the reader 
' and, doubtless, to his own greater satisfaction, 
j Maurois writes with an . engaging smooth- 
] ness; he is, in fact, a master of prose. In his 
biographies, which demand only lads well 
put togeiher, he is extremely successful. But 
; his philosophy and thinking are neither orig- 
I inal nor profound. Consequently, "THE ART 
i OF LIVING" is nothing more than a pleasant 
j group of graceful essays, whereas it might 
{ have been an inspiring and useful guide lor 
living. — M, S. W.

Ptomaine poisoning is a condition 
which people like to talk about but 
which, practically speaking, doe.s 
not exist. Ptomaines result from the 
putrefaction of animal or vcgclablc 
matter and we don't ordinarily eat 

lutrid f()o<l iinles.s there i.s some- 
thing wrong willi our heads The 
correct name is Food Poisoning, and 

his is a real and common condi- 

ioi). 

Food may be rendcrc<i dangerous 
for human consumption in various 
way.';. Actual poisons, such as lead 
and arsenic may gel into it. Cyanide 
poisoning has been reported from 
the use of cyanide silver polish. The 
commonest form of food poisoning, 
however, is from its contamination 
by harmful germs. Some germs are 
not in themselves infectiou.s. but by 
growing in the food they may 
secrete a substance which is ex- 
ceedingly poisonous. Other germs 
may get into the food, multiply 
there and produce a definite infec- 
tion when the food is eaten. An ex- 
ample of thr first kind of germ ac 
tion i.s in the case of the disease 
known as 'botulism'. The germ re- 
sponsible for this disease is a heat 
resisting organism which liberates 
in its growth a virulent po:son 
which may quickly cause death. 
This disease has often been report- 
ed m the United States but is rare 
in Canada. It usually comes from 
the eating of improperly processed 
home canned fruit or vegetables. 
The other type of food infection is 
common everywhere. Contamina- 
lion of meat, soups, broths, custards, 
milk and milk products is very easy 
if the food is improperly handled 
and kept. Preparation of the food 
hours before it is eaten and warm- 
ing it or eating it cold is the usual 
slory. If perishable food is prepar- 
ed in advance it should be stored 
in clean containers in a refrigera- 
tor and should in most cases be 
heated to the boilmg point before 
it is served. 

When an isolated case of food 
poisoning occurs it is usually not 
possible to identify the offending 
substance, but when a number of 
people are affected, as after a din- 
ner or picnic or some public func- 
tion, it is sometimes possible to dis- 
cover the food and actually isolate 
the germ causing the trouble.

Application for Rhodes Scholar- 
ships for 1841 must be submitted 
to the Secretary of the Provincial 
Selection Committee not lalei than 
November lOlh. 1840. Awards wii; 
be made under the special regula- 
tions caused by the war. There arc 
two scholarships a year m the 
Province of Quebec and the Prov- 
ince of Ontario, and one a yeai 
for each of the other provinces ex- 
cept Prince Edward Island.

Owing to the faet that Miss Freda 
Utley, Vho was scheduled to ad 
dress the People's Forum last eve- 
ning, was uniibic to do so, Profes 
sor M, J, Bonn, visiting lecturer In 
economics at McGill, nddreAscd the 
meeting on the topic "Undercur' 
rents in France." Miss Uticy is cx 
pectcd io address the Forum early 
In the new year, 

Pi'ofoffor Bonn snid that It is 
very difficult to tindcrsland the 
attitude of the Vichy Government 
but that he would attempt to pre 
sent Kx'cral of the undercurrcnl,-! 
which were present in France, 
"First one must attempt to under- 
stand the temperament ot the 
French people' as thcïy are sn dif- 
ferent from olhfr pcoplci". Well- 
known French writers have pre- 
sented the French people as being 
led by their feelings rather than by 
their principles. They arc a people 
whose main instincts arc so un- 
changeable and yet. in an emerg- 
ency, «0 changeable. They arc a 
most routine people but, when 
pulled out of their comfortable 
niche, they will dare anything and 
anybody." 

In . the past France always was 
a my strong power and was con 
linually involved in wars, usually 
against Germany and the other 
powers who supported her. When 
the Empire failed to be successful 
in her wars, it was replaced by 
Republic. It is only natural that if 
tlie Republic fails it Is to be re 
placed by a dictatorship. 

An ' emhicnt French militarist 
once said, "Other people make war 
because of political and economic 
objects, Frenchmen make war be- 
cause they want to have war." This 
policy , no, longer holds lor the 
Frei^ch people and ih^y were look 
ing around for some means of 
keeping the status quo and of pre* 
venting war at «11 costs. 

After the World War, France 
wanted to split Germany up so as 
to be sure that there would be no 
future wars but Great Britain and 
the United Stales objected to this 
and promised France a complete 
guarantee of her borders. They both 
failed in this. Professor Bonn sug 
gested that "The eagle is not the 
true emblem of the. United States. 

It is Ihe. ostrich." 

France was faced with the prob- 
lem of always having Germany as 
a neighbor and this was a constant 
threat that had to be prepared 
against. Buffer sUtes would not be 
of much use because it was the 
geographical borders that were im- 
portant. In organizing the League 
at Nations, which France consid- 
ered as an insurance policy, she was 
attempting to keep the status quo 
ct Europe. To back this up, she 
built the Maginot Line. 

In considering the various allies 
that France might have chosen, we 
must realize that Britain was not 
very aatitfactory for France's pur- 
pokc. In the case of war, the battles 
would be fought on French soil and 
"what was the use of winning the 
wsr aftei- » great invasion.'' Simi- 
larly Russia would not decrease the 
length of the boundary between 
France and Russia. At this time, 
one of those in favour of an alli- 
ance with Italy was Laval. With 
Italy on one side and Spain on the 
other side, both friendly, France 
would be in a much better poeillon 
to face Germany. One curious thing 
about Italy's wars is that Italy was 
usually on the winning aide but 
usually lost the major battles in 
which she fought, "Mussolini is 
hoping that In defeating Britain, 
Germany will so weaken herself 
that Italy will be able to play a 
major role in dictating (he peace 
terms," alaled Professor Bonn, 

After the War, France became 
an industrialized country but Ihe 
politicians and large magnates did 
not seem to realize that this neces- 
sitated special legislation. The 
Communists soon began to assume 
larger numbers, and the influential 
French magnates begiiii In envy 
the sytlein in Germany where no 
oppijsition was allowed However 
it is not to be supposed, Profes£or 
Bonn pointed out, that Ihe capital- 
ists gave any help to Hitler with 
the aim of turning her against 



Russia. "Russia Is mtliUrlly no 
danger In anybody. Her safety de- 
pends on British victory." There 
therefore were some people' who 
were in favor ot a reconciliation 
with Germany, even if France 
would not dominate this coalition 
If decent terms were offered In 
the French, thry mlRht accept them 
bill, Bonn declnrcd. "The word 
'generosity' doe/i not exl.st in Hit 
ler's dictionary." It is hoped that 
the French would not accept any 
terms whatsoever either because 
of ordinary common sense or be 
cause ot their heroism.

The men had braved the storm 
and blackout to enjoy s movinï 
picture programme arranged by 
the Canadian Legion War Services, 
The recreation hall waa at the ex* 
treme end of the camp compound 
and several hundred of the lads 
had sloFhed through mud and water 
to reach it. 

A few minutes aftor they had 
wrapped themselves into chairs to 
watch the antics of a "silly sym» 
phony" sUr, the Nazi dropped a 
bomb just outside the theatre door. 
Fortunately, it didn't explode but 
for rea.^ons of safety the hall was 
quukly vacated and the men were 
told the htivn was postponed — at 
least until the bomb could be re- 
moved and rendered harmless.

Ottawa, November 4. — A 
veteran of two wars who re- 
corded on his application form 
that he is a married man and 
that his occupation is Governor- 
General of Canada, has become 
a regular member of the OtUwa 
branch of the Canadian Legion, 
It was an ordinary form 
which the Earl of Athlone filled 
out, and each question was an- 
s-A^ered in His Excellency's own 
handwriting. It gave the infor* 
matioh that he was bom in 
London, England, that he has 
been a member of the Windsor 
branch of tbe British Legion 
since its inception in 1820, that 
he started his army career as 
a subaltern in the 7th Hussars 
and that he served in both the 
South African War and the 
first Great War. 

The fact, that His Excellency 
•.s already grand president of 
the Canadian Legion apparently 
was not sufficient for this dis- 
tinguished soldier, who for 
many years has taken an active 
interest in the welfare of ex- 
service men. His membership 
in the Ottawa oranch now 
brings him into closer conUct 
with his old comrades-in-arms 
and gives him a more intimate 
interest in. legion affairs.
